They will later be the guests ata 
dinner at the Foreign Office, given 
by the Prime Minister on behalf 
of the Government, 

During their sojourn, they will 
stay at the Carlton Motel, which 
they nre due to teave on Saturday 
morning for Chequers, where they 
will be the guests of the Prime 
Minister until] after luncheon on 
Sunday, : 

On Monday at noon, Their Ex- 
cellencics will be received by His 
Majesty, following which they 
will be the guests at Ube Angla- 
German Sociel\’s hinehean, 

An afternoon reception at the 
Institute of International Affairs 
vot oa dinner in’ the evening, 
followed -by a reception at the 
German Embassy will complete 
their public engagements. 

They will leave after luncheon 
on Tuesaday for Southampton, 
where the Winchester will be in 
attendance to carry them to the 
Hner Europa, by which they will

THE CONI'ERENCE: 
POSTPONED. 


: _ _> London, May 29. 

‘A decision by the British 
Government to postpone the 
meeting in London of the 
Federal Structure Committee of 
the Indian Round Table .Con- 
ference until September was 
intimated in a communique 
issued by the India Office — to- 
day. 

The communique 
following terms: 

“His Majesty’s Government and 
the: Goyernment of India have 
been discussing the date for the 
resumption ‘of the Indian Round 
Table Conference. A choice lay 
between summoning the Federal 
Structure Committee to this coun- 
try at the end of June, which 
meeting in 
Auyuat, or postponing its resump- 
tidn until September, in the latter 
case the interval to be employed 
in pressing on with certain necea- 
sary work both in London and ia 
Indin, 


wna -in the 


September Fixod. 


_ “His Majesty’s — Government 
were -prepared to adopt the ‘irst 
course if all sections found it to 
be practicable. Enquiries have. 
however, shown that thia altor- 
native was seriously inconvenient 
to several members of the Com- 
mittee, both at Home and in India, 
A later date is therefore unavoid- 
able, but the constitutional 
advance is « matter of so muth 
‘moment. to India that a resump- 
tion of the Round Table Confer- 
ence cannot be postponed beyond 
the begitining of September. 
“His Majesty's Government hitve 
therefore decided to invite tha 
Federal Structure Committea to 
reassemble in London’ not’ later 
than 6th September, for a resump- 
tion of its work at the earlicst 
practicable date thereafter. 


Communal fsyue. - 


“If a communal settlement has 
been renched in India by that 
time, the work of the Federal 
Structure Committee will be 
wreatly facilitated. If not, it will 
be a matter for. consideration 
whether the Minorities Committed 
should resume its work about the 
same time. The question of. add- 
ing representatives to the. Federal 
Structure Committee is under 
active considcration,” 


Sir John Simon ‘Pleased. * 


The decision to postpone the 
meeting of the Foderal Structure 
Committee was commended by Sir 
in a_specch “at a 
Bombay dinner held in London this 
evening: : 


Sir John said the outlook was 
most distressing. There Was a 
very rent desl of hard and un- 
pleasant work .to be done, in- 
volving. coming to grips with 
highly controversial matters on 
which we were bound to state 
our own views with clearness 
and candour. This was the only 
way In which we would really 
get the respect of our Indian 
fi ellow-subjects. B 


- Our duty, said Sir John, was not. 
to retract any promise or hope 
whereby Britain was botind, but 
to make it clear that we belfeved 
we had a duty to the Indian people 
torasslat in the mnintenance of 
law and order arid. the re-establish- 
m@nt of good ‘overnment.- 

Sir John added" that there was 
no. reason for’ deapalr.. With 
candour, patience, rea) 
friendliness and Insight, we might 
yet achlove the destiny for India 
which India so urgently needed.—

A WELI-KNOWN CHINA 
COAST MARINER. 


One of the best-known figuros 
in the local shipping world pass- 
ed away ohn Thuradsy night, 
Captain Robert M. do la Sala 
(not Mr. R.: Lascda, as stated yes- 
terday) being found -by his wife 
unconscious at his home, at 51 
Bonham Road, in circumstances 
that pointed to his having takon. 
an overdose of veronal. Deceased 
had beon in bad health for some 
‘time and had been under medical 
trentment. He was taken to the 
Government Civil Hospital and 
despite every attention died” at 
10.16 p.m. 


The late Captain de In Sala had 
had a picturesque career, serving 
tn a large number of ships run- 
ning out of Hongkong and Manila. 
Of his experiences he had a vaat 
fund of reminiscence, and having 
secon four wars he was an_ in- 
teresting talker. He was ~ twice 
married, his first wife dying in 
1920, He was married again in 
Canton in - October, 1929. . He 
leaves acgsrown family of two 
sons and two daughters. His 
eldest son, Pastor, hus not long 
returned to Hongkong _ after 
serving a term in the French 
Forelgn Legion in Morocco, where 
he went through the Riff 
campaign. He ts now In tho 
office of Messrs. Reuter Brockle- 
mann. The second son, Robert, 
has for nine years been with 
Moessra. John Manners and Co., 
fn their Canton office, 


Picturexque Career. 


Captain de da’ Sala was born in 
London in 1873. He wag of 
noble Spanish descent, hix family 
being refugees who hod sided with 
the Carlists, He went to sen 
as a youth, serving his apprentice- 
shipa in the clippers of MclIlraith 
NM’Eachern, the Scottish Hero and 
Scottish Knight. He got his 
Mastor’s ticket at the age of 22, and 
afterwards (1896) served with 
the Eerman, Bucknall, Bibby, 
Rennie, and other Ines, principal- 
ly in the South African, In- 
dian, and South American — trades. 
ie got. his Portuguese ticket at 
Laurenco Marques, and command- 
ed the Anglo-Saxon running. out 
of that port. 


During the South African war 
he was engaged carrying ‘war 


| supplies. Contracting malaria he 


returned to England as an Able 
Seaman on the Duncastle (after- 
wards the Susannah II) running 
between Amoy and = Manila. 
Hearing then of the prospects in 
the Far East, he shipped: out to 
Manila about 1899 a8 a passenger, 
and there turned his hand to 
anything that offered. He was 
at different times a waterside. 
worker in Manila, and a building 
contractor in | Mindanao. He 
obtained his American ticket and 
in 1900 commanded the ‘ Gibson, 
then being used in transporting 
the troops of Major Leonard 
Wood (now General) at the, time 
of the . Balangiga . massacre in 
Samar during the Filipino revolt.

General Pershing when he wns a 
Lieutenant ‘serving in the Philip- 
pines.

In the typhoon of 1918 
he was caught and carried through 
the Paracels, Being on a trip 
from Saigon to Hongkong he had 
¢oul for only six days, but the 
journey occupied fourteen and 
the Pheumpenh only made port 
with the help. of sails. In that 
same typhoon the Hauroto and 
two other ships disappeared. 


On River Vessels. 


In his Manila days, Capt. de Ja 
Sala bnd contracted cholera and 
at diferent times his health gave 
him much concern. After leaving 
the Pheumpenh he suffered uo 
nervous breakdown but subse-. 
quently took command of: the 
steamer Haitan when Snowmun 
and Co, bought her from the 
Douglas Company. Later, he was 
in a number of river vessels, in- 
cluding the Wing On. In 1921 
he went to Shanghai and‘ took the 
Tachung which later came south 
for the Iongkong-Snigon trade. 
In 1923 he was in‘ the Majoristan, 
later the Tung Lee, After that he 
served in uw number of river boits 
and then commanded the Wong 
Shek Kung (ex-Helius) between 
Vongkong and Saigon. Other 
ships in whieh he served later 
were the Tung ‘On and Paul Beau. 
He also commanded the Kwong 
Fook Cheung on her maiden trip

The “Trader Horn” expedition, 
which penetrated Africa to film an 


-| record -Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s mighty 


adventure drama based on the famous 
book, was the lengest and most 
elaborate motion trek in history. W.. 
§. Van Dyke, a director, hended the 
safari, and Harry Carey, Edwina 
Booth, Duncan Renaldo and Olive 
Golden were the principal players. 
The entire trip covered more than 
256,000 miles, much of it by motor or 
on foot in the denso African jungles. 


‘| From the studio to the first location 


meant 62 days of travel, The 
motorized safari was accompanied by 
a amall army of hunters, guards, road- 
makers, native guards and servants.

The route was as follows: Culver

A motorist stopped bis car the 
other day, on one of Hongkong’s 
busy xtrects, anc without even 
glancing at other traffic, stepped 
lait on the wrong side at the very 
moment another car waa about to 
pass. The othep driver saw the 
door of the stationary vehicle sud- 
denly swingt open, and only a amart 
pices of  driving—an emergency 
braking and swerve, saved the man 
who alighted from the offside of his 
ear. trom being badly injured, or 
possibly killed, It is probable that 
he man who acted 80 thoughtless- 
ly gained experience which will 
cause him to: exercise due caution 
in the future, and we trust that by 
giving publicity to the incident, 
uther motorists wil refrain from 
stepping out on the wrong Ride. 
{The habit is distinctly dangerous, 
and drivers and passengers alike 
should remember that there is a 
grave risk taken by alighting from 
cars on the trilllc. side.

One of the most important items 
in the: proper and . economical 
operation of the motor car fs, that 
of true wheel alignment, 


This means the setting of front 
wheels so that they maintain the 
proper relations to cach other, as 
originally built by the manufac- 
turer, It means also the assurance 
of rigid and yet easy riding, .ie- 


| sides the quality of ensy steering. 


eee 


“Recent research by a committee 
of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers brought out the fact 
that a great majority of the 100 
ears under test failed to maintain 
the original settings , specified, for 
the wheels after the car had been 
driven 1000 miles. Only a few, 
which had strong axle assemblies, 
held the settings for more than 
1000 miles. 


The parts most affected in the 
first 1000 miles, thia committee 
found, were the ball joints, the 
front springs, rima and other res 
luted parts, ' 

The result of such misalign- 
ment fg unusual wear of the tyres, 
wobbling wheela and shimmy, and 
hard steering, : 


A sign that the front wheels are 
not aligned properly is imeven and 
more than usual wear on the tyres. 
Consideration should be made of 
the @fact that the average,  ruad 
alopes downward toward the right 
and that therefore the right tyres 
would wear more than the left, due 
to the greater weight of (he ear on 
that side. 


But, taking ‘that into considera: 


tion, the wear on the tyres should 
be even, and even the right: tyres 


should show even wear instead of [4 


patches of wear or an, tneven line 
around the tread,

When the front wheels aro 
aligned, they are ‘far from parallel. 
They ‘are slightly closer” at the 
hottom then at the. top—a feature 
ealled “camber” by the engincers. 


| fAnd they are also slightly closer 


together in front than In the rear— 
what the engineers -cnll “toc-in." 
In nddition, the steering ‘knuckles 
and spindles are “cambered” . to 
conform with that of the wheola, a 


matter of about two degrees from 


the vertleal, » 
The purpose of cambering the 
front wheels Is to bring the point 
of contact of the tyres with the 
rond almost directly, under the king 
bolts and so permit easier steering. 
“Toe-ing in" offsets the wear on 
the tyres from the “camber,” while 
‘at the samo time making up ‘for 
the tendency of the front wheels, 


at high speed, to spread apart at, 


the bottom and in front. 
oe ew 


Further to bring the bottom of 
the tyre directly under the steering 
spindle, or king pin, is what fs 
enlicd “caster” of the front axle. 
This fs tipping the axle slightly 
forward, like that of the front for 
of a bicycle although at not so 
vrent an angle. 


Thus, in order to-assure casy 
driving and steering, and even 
wear on the tyres, 
“caster” and “toe-in” muat be per- 
fect.

Worse than being thrown out of 
alignment, the wheel bearings may 
also be loosened up, and the wheels 
will wobble and shimmy as‘ a re- 
sult.

Frauds and Fallacies, 


Our insuriunee premiums are al- 
ready higher than they recd be 
owing to that strange belief, 
held by many, otherwise honest 
persons, that it is no sin’ to defraud 
an insurance company, or any other 
rich corporation, I myself have 
met otherwise honourable men who 
have bragged to me about — the 
amurt way in whieh they have 
done the companies, 


They have informed ome with 
great. glee that. having buckled a 
wing in a minor accident, | they 
have managed to get no new set of 
lamps, or an entire repaint, by 
falsely representing that old 
damage was the result of the 
mishap. This 1s all very well, but, 
as 1 always point out, in the long 
run innocent ‘persons like: myself 
have to pay the bill, : 

The Insurance companies are not 
so blind to these petty frauds as 
they may appear to be, but .com- 
petition is so flerve that {thas 

‘ hitherto paid thom better to gain 
‘a reputation for prompt ynd 
wenecrous settlements ‘than to dis- 
pute doubtful claims. They are; 
however, run.on a strictly business 
basis and ptemiums “are fixed in 
such n way: as to provide a margin 
to cover’ all eontingencics.’ Taking 

it all round, it will be no bad thing

Enatern and European nations.” 

One of Senator Oddie's  suges- 
tions waa that foreign governments 
should go back to pre-war days as 
regardy their coinage, for the de- 
creased une of silver for, coinage 
wan responsible ta 1m great extent, 
for the Fite world surplus, and the 
consequent dopressed price. ;
